PROPOSITION 1A would pro- 
vide for yearly regular sessions 
of the Legislature.

Under Proposition 1A, salaries 
of state legislators would be 
raised to $16,000 in 1967 but could 
not be increased by more than 
5 per cent a year after that. 

A “yes” vote is urged on Prop- 
Osition 1A because the nation’s 
biggest state needs a full-time 
Legislature at full-time pay. 

Proposition 1 would amend a 
94-year-old state constitutional 
provision which now keeps pub- 
lic employment retirement funds 
from investing money in com- 
mon stocks.

This is just one result of poor 
attendance; there are numerous 
Others. A few of these are: a lack 
of knowledge of what is being 
done by the union; an apathetic 
response to their own needs by 
the men themselves; a tendency 
to be easily “brain-washed” by 
administrative “favorites.” The 


last is the worst of all, represent- 
ing a cancerous sore on the body 
of unionism everywhere. ; 

If many of the present custo- 
dians on the Cal campus had 
come here as late as 1955, the 
job would not have appeared so 
attractive as it does now. This is 
not to say it is now “a bed of 
roses.” An indictment could be 
especially made of all those re- 
cently benefited by civil rights 
laws; for, if certain union mem- 
bers of Local 371 had not taken 
it upon themselves to embarrass 
the university by ‘“toughing 
it out,” they would not have 
made so easy an entry. By the 
same token, we find a great deal 
of apathy towards unionism 
among these ranks, We are now 
seeking a union shop agreement 
with the university.

In the last issue of the Labor 
Journal, an error was made in 
reporting the vote of the dele- 
gates to the District Council on 
Saturday, Oct. 22, 1966. The vote 
was on accepting or rejecting 
the new Constitution and By- 
laws for the District Council of 
Ironworkers for the State of Cali- 
fornia and vicinity. The voting 
did not involve the resolution 
presented by the San Francisco 
Local 377. Vice President Juel 
Drake indicated that the dele- 
gates would vote on the accept- 
ance or rejection of the new con- 
stitution as it was submitted by 
the Bylaws Committee; that it 
would be accetped or rejected, as 
written, and that no amend- 
ments would be made at this 
time. 

The new constitution was ac- 
cepted by a vote of 33 to 11. Pres- 
ident Richard Zampa_ voted. 
against accepting the constitu- 
tion; Business Agent McDonald 
voted for acceptance; Financial 
Secretary Taylor abstained from 
voting, and Business Agent Char- 
lie Wheeler of Local 118 of Sac- 
ramento refused to vote, stating 
that the vote was illegal accord- 
ing to Article 15 of our present 
constitution. 


A previous press release stated 
that there would be 330 Iron- 
workers working on the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit during the last 
quarter of 1966. This information 
is erroneous.

caused a six month delay; the 
Berkeley referendum vote caused 
further, gelay; .in addition, the 
merchants have objected to the 
tearing up of the streets prior 
to Christmas. This stoppage in 
the schedule will probably cause 
a shortage of manpower in the 
near future. There are about 100 
men employed by the rod con- 
tractors on the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit at the present. 

On July 8, 1966, a Carpenter 
apprentice was accidently killed 
on the California Erectors job at 
Mission and Spear in San Fran- 
cisco. Superintendent Vernon 
McEuen and Foreman Byron 
Smith were charged with negli- 
gence and placed in jail for one 
day. After a preliminary hearing, 
both men were absolved of all re- 
sponsibility in connection with 
the unfortunate accident. 

At the present time, we are in 
the process of straightening out 
our apprenticeship program, It 
was agreed at the last regular 
JAC meeting that all contractors 
would supply us at least once a 
month with a list of apprentices 
in their employ, their social se- 
curity numbers and wage scales. 
This will enable the union to set 
up a file system on,each appren- 
tice to indicate for-whom he is 
working, his wage rate and his 
school -attendance-record. No ap- 
prentice would be able to change 
jobs without first notifying the 
union. We hope that this will be 
accomplished by the end of next 
month. ‘

Despite regional jealousies and 
still valid but unresolved ques- 
tions of unjust enrichment of 
large landholders, he pushed 
through the greatest water pro- 
gram ever undertaken in history 
to assure an adequate water sup- 
ply for the huge Sacramento-San 
Joaquin Valley and areas south 
of the Tehachapis, areas that 
now produce more than 43 per 
cent of all of the food and fiber 
grown in the nation. 

WORKERS AIDED 

And in the specific field of la- 
bor legislation, Governor Brown’s 
record is equally impressive. Un- 
der his leadership, California 
has: 

e Created jobs at an unparal- 
leled rate and significantly re- 
duced unemployment. 

e Hiked maximum unemploy- 
ment benefits from $40 to $65 a 
week. 

e Extended disability insurance 
to farm workers, and provided 
a state minimum wage for wom- 
en and minors on farms. 

e Boosted benefits for workers 
hurt on the job from $50 to $70. 

e Increased old age assistance 
benefits. 

In addition, he has testified 
before Congress in behalf of fed- 
eral standards for unemployment 
insurance and in behalf of Medi- 
care and many other public in- 
terest matters on which it~ is 
obvious his opponent, Hollywood 
actor Ronald Reagan, wouldn’t 
lift a finger. In fact, Reagan 
served as a propagandist for the 
American Medical Association’s 
attempt to deny Medicare to the 
nation’s senior citizens. 

UPHILL FIGHT 

Yet even with this solid record 
of accomplishment and faced 
with the most inexperienced and 
inconsequential opponent in 
three gubernatorial battles, Gov- 
ernor Brown is facing an uphill 
fight. 

Why? It’s not easy to say.

Certainly it’s clear, at the mo- 
ment, that too many union mem- 
bers and other liberal elements 
are sitting on their hands. 
HIGH STAKES 

The stakes are high. Union 
members, and, in fact, all work- 
ers, need a governor like Brown, 
an outspoken opponent of so- 
called right-to-work legislation, 
to protect hard won gains at the 
bargaining table that are now 
taken for granted. And Califor- 
na’s_ entire seven-million-plus 
work force needs an experienced 
governor who recognizes the crit- 
ical link between federal defense 
and aerospace contracts and job 
creation in California. 

Governor Brown does. His op- 
ponent, Ronald Reagan, who has 
never held a public office in his 
life and who opposes repeal of 
Section 14(b), doesn’t. Instead, 
Reagan talks grandly about an 
arbitrary 10 to 15 per cent budget 
cut and “going it alone”—elimin- 
ating the “federal handouts from 
Washington.” He glosses over the 
fact that without a close and 
effective liaison between Sacra- 
mento and Washington and a 
governor with experience and 
know-how, literally hundreds of 
thousands of Californians, par- 
ticularly in Southern California, 
would be jobless. 

Again, in contrast to Reagan, 
Governor - Brown, an _ earnest, 
hard-working man of unques- 
tionable . integrity, has forth- 
rightly repudiated extremist 
groups. of. both the far right and 
the far léft, Sricliiding the John 
Birch Society, 

RON WOOS FAR RIGHT 

But Reagan is courting the ex- 
tremists.. He has endorsed three 
admittedBirchers for state of- 
fice . . Teena ; 

Governor Brown’s re-election, 
in short, is é¢ssential not only to 
preserve jobs, a fair tax struc- 
ture and free schools—Reagan 
wants to impose a $1,000 uni- 
versity tuition fee—but also to 
avoid another bitter and costly 
right-to-work fight. 

So-isn’t it time to get off the 
dime and pitch in to help re-elect 
an able and effective friend of 
labor, Governor Pat Brown?—

They’ve grown 


In 1964, there were an esti- 
;mated six million members in 
right-wing organizations.

Total in- 
come for 1966 is expected by 
some observers to reach $50 mil- 
lion.
